W ard’s island with the Freud system 
of curing the insane, and the treatm ent 
will be ex tended to the asylums at 
Kings Park and Central Islip , N. Y.. 
and to other Institutions if the ex p eri­ 
ence Justifies. 
There are at p resent 
more than 20,000 cases of insanity 
under observation and treatm ent w ith­ 
in 100 miles of New York city. 
The ex p eriments are under the di­ 
rection of Dr. August Hoch, and they 
are being carried on in the Psychiatric 
institute. 
Only selected cases, mostly 
of the neurasthenic typ es, are adm it­ 
ted. 
The so called Freud system was orig­ 
inated by Professor Freud of the Uni­ 
versity of Vienna. 
He was in this 
country In 19 10, when he delivered a 
course of lectures at Clark university. 
Worcester. Mass. 
His system. It Is 
said, is limited to neurop athic or neu­ 
rasthenic p atients. The method is call­ 
ed "p sychoanalysis.’’ 
The usual course of treatm ent is as 
follows: The p atient lies on his back 
on a lounge, the p hysician sitting be­ 
hind his head. 
In this way, accord­ 
ing to a recent article by Dr. A. A. 
Brill, chief assistant of p sychintry at 
Columbia university, the p atient re­ 
mains free from all ex ternal influences 
and Imp ressions. 
The main object Is 
to avoid all muscular ex ertion and dis­ 
traction. thus allowing thorough con 
ceutration of attention on tils p ay chi' 
activities. 


P a tie n t Qu estio n ed . 
The p atient is then ask ed to give 
detailed account of ids troubles, hu\ 
ing been urged before this to tell ev- 
erything that comes into his ndnd 
even things that may cause em barrass­ 
ment or mortification. 
In listening to 
such a history the doctor Is ap t to no­ 
tice many gap s of memory both as to 
time and casual relations. The p atient 
is then ask ed to fill in those gap s by 
concentration of attention, but the un­ 
intentional thoughts which originate 
in that connection are p ushed back with 
the greatest resistance, and when the 
actual recollection comes back it Is ac­ 
comp anied by distinct p ain or discom­ 
fort. 
During the treatm ent the doctor or 
ojwrator has to “interp ret" for sym ­ 
bolic action mistak es in sp eech, etc., 
by the p atient, and the chief task of 
the op erator is In Interp reting or "read­ 
ing” dreams, inasmuch as dreams, ac­ 
cording to Professor Freud, gtvo the 
most direct access to the unconscious. 
This interp retation of tho p atient’s 
dream will overcome the p atient's re­ 
sistance and will “give the uncon­ 
scious access to the conscious."

in time this p ainful ex p erience may be 
forgotten, some slight event Is lik ely 
to recall the p ain or the emotion, even 
while its cause remains subconscious 
In hysterically p redisp osed p atients 
this awak ening of « motion causes hys­ 
terical sv.mp toms, though the p atient 
does not recall the p ainful ex p erience 
It has been found, according to Freud 
and his discip les, tlint when the op era 
tion succeeds In thoroughly awak ening 
in the p atient the memories eonn» “q<*d 
with the first ap p earance of the symp ­ 
toms and show’s the p atient the cause 
of them. then, if the p atient lias given 
full ex p ression to his emotion, the 
symp toms disap p ear without return­ 
ing. 
It Is all up to the p atient. 
If he co­ 
op erates he may bo cured of his hys­ 
teria or his obsession. 
He must be In 
his normal state—that is. he must be 
able to answer questions and to realize 
w hat the op erator seek s. 
There is in 
ordinary cases no hyp nosis, no "p ass­ 
es” nor suggestions, no laying on of 
hands nor other such p erformances. 


C o n tro lled b y Dream s. 
Dreams, so the Freud school of alien­ 
ists aver, are divided Into three class­ 
es—first. those in which tho wish is 
fulfilled: second, those which rep resent 
a rep ressed wish as concealed and. 
third, those which rep resent a rep ress­ 
ed liut not sufficiently hidden wish, so 
that, 
though 
human 
iieings 
regard 
themselves as free agents, they nre 
actually "bossed" by their dreams. 
But. while the ordinary neurotics are 
treated in the Freud system while in n 
normal state, hyp notism is fully recog 
ntx ed as an adjunct and is often re 
sorted to.

Ward's island with the Freud system 
of curing the insane, and the treatm ent 
will be extended to the asylums at 
Kings Park and Central Islip, N. Y., 
and to other institutions If the experi­ 
ence justifies. 
There are at present 
more than 20,000 cases of Insanity 
under observation and treatm ent with­ 
in IOO miles of New York city. 
The experiments are under the di­ 
rection of Dr. August Hoch, aud they 
are being carried on in the Psychiatric 
institute. 
Only selected cases, mostly 
of the neurasthenic types, are adm it­ 
ted. 
The so called Freud system was orig­ 
inated by Professor Freud of the Uni­ 
versity of Vienna. 
He was in this 
country In 1910, when he delivered a 
course of lectures at Clark university, 
Worcester. Mass. 
His system, it is 
said, is limited to neuropathic or neu­ 
rasthenic patients. 
The method Is call­ 
ed “psychoanalysis." 
The usual course of treatm ent is as 
follows; The patient lies on his back 
on a lounge, the physician sitting be­ 
hind his head. 
In this way, accord­ 
ing to a recent nrtlele by Dr. A. A. 
Brill, chief assistant of psychiatry at 
Columbia university, the patient re­ 
mains free from all external influences 
and impressions. 
The main object is 
to avoid all muscular exertion and dis­ 
traction. thus allowing thorough con­ 
centration of attention on his psych!' 
activities. 


P a tie n t Q u estio n ed . 
The patieut is theu asked to give 
detailed account of bls troubles, ha\ 
lng been urged before this to tell ev­ 
erything th a t comes Into his mind 
even things that may cause em barrass­ 
ment or mortification. 
In listening to 
such a history the doctor is apt to no­ 
tice many gaps of memory both as to 
time and casual relations. The patient 
Is then nsked to fill In those gaps by 
concentration of attention, but the un­ 
intentional thoughts which originate 
In that connection are pushed hack with 
the greatest resistance, and when the 
actual recollection comes back it is ac­ 
companied by distinct pain or discom­ 
fort. 
During the treatm ent the doctor or 
operator has to “interpret" for sym­ 
bolic action mistakes in speech, etc., 
by the patient, and the chief task of 
the operator is In interpreting or “read­ 
ing" dreams, inasmuch as dreams, ac­ 
cording to Professor Freud, give the 
most direct access to the unconscious. 
This interpretation of the patient’s 
dream will overcome the patient’s re­ 
sistance and will “give the uncon­ 
scious access to the conscious.”

toms and shows the patient tile cause 
of them. then, lf the patient has given 
full expression to his emotion, the 
symptoms disappear without return­ 
ing. 
It Is all up to the patient. 
If he co­ 
operates he may be cured of bls hys­ 
teria or his obsession. 
He must be In 
his normal state—that is. he must be 
able to answer questions and to realize 
w hat the operator seeks. 
There Is In 
ordinary cases no hypnosis, no “pass­ 
es" nor suggestions, no laying on of 
hands nor other such performances. 


C ontrolled by D ream s. 
Dreams, so the Freud school of alien­ 
ists aver, are divided into three class­ 
es—first. those in which the wish Is 
fulfilled; second, those which represent 
a repressed wish as concealed and. 
third, those which represent a repress­ 
ed hut not sufficiently hidden wish, so 
that, 
though 
human 
beings 
regard 
themselves as free agents, they are 
actually “bossed” by their dreams. 
But. while the ordinary neurotics are 
treated in the Freud system while in a 
normal state, hypnotism Is fully recog 
nized as an adjunct and is often re­ 
sorted to.

the city charter relating to the trans­ 
fer of an amount equal to the inter­ 
est on the water and light bonds of 
the city into a special street improve­ 
ment fund. 
President A. J. Halsted presided 
and Secretary Henry 1. Cohen was 
present. 
The commissioners pres­ 
ent were A. J. Halsted, Erick na'on- 
berg, Henry I. Cohen, James M. blu­ 
er, H. F. Michael, R. R. Wise, Dr. 
Werner Hemstead, <ieo. D. LaBar, 
C. H. Paine and N. W. Betzold. 
The commissioners absent were 
Carl Zapffe, James Cullen, Ricuard 
Use, Judd Wright and Edward F. A. 
Evenson. 
A special meeting of - e 
city council has been called tonight 
and if the council favors it, the 
amendment will be published Satur­ 
day afternoon. 
The proposed amendment roads: 
That the Charter of the City of 
Frainerd be amended by the addi­ 
tion thereto of the following pro­ 
vision: 
T hat on the first day of May of 
each year, an amount equal to the in­ 
terest on the water and the light bonds 
of the City of Brainerd, and of any 
other public utility bonds of said city, 
now held by the State of Minnesota, 
or which may hereafter become the 
property of said state, shall be trans­ 
ferred by the city treasurer from the 
fund in the hands of the said city 
treasurer belonging to the water and 
light hoard, or the fund belonging to 
any public utility for 
which 
said 
bonds were issued, into a special 
street Improvement fund, and shall 
be used solely for the purpose of 
defraying tne expense of paving, or 
| otherwise improving, the crossings 
and intersection of the streets of the 
city, and such other portions of such 
str*'ets as are In front of property ex- 
. empt from assessment and belong­ 
ing to the city; Provided, that when­ 
ever the amount of such special street 
improvement fund shall exceed twen 
ty-flve per cent of the amount of per 
manent improvement revolving fund 
bonds of the city, such excess shall 
be transferred by the city treasurer 
from such special street improve­ 
ment fund iato the general fund of 
the city.

A. J. Lind asked th at the water 
main on Northeast Second avenue be 
extended and the secretary was in­ 
structed to draw up a petition for Mr. 
Lind. 
The monthly requlstion for 
supplies was allowed and ordered 
purchased in the usual -way. 
The question of installing new 
boilers at the pumping station was 
referred to Commissioners Mahlum 
and Taylor. 
It may bo stated th a t 
the boilers have been in use since 
1883. 
The selling of electrical sup 
plies was discussed, but no definite 
action was taken. 
The secretary re­ 
ported the purchase of a smokestack 
from the Diamond Boiler Works of 
Minneapolis at a cost of $380 and the 
purchase was confirmed by the board.

Occasionally a passenger breads 
the ticket rule and if he is a new 
r ’an in the country he frets and 
fumes and tnreatens to sue the com­ 
pany for not taking his money and 
for making him leave the caboose.

Charter Commission Votes to Trans­ 
fer Amount Equal to Interest on 
Water and Light Bonds to 


SPEC. ST. IMPROVEMENT FUND 


Special 
Council

to Consider Proposed Amend­ 
ment to City Charter 
The charter commission was In ses­ 
sion Wednesday evening at the city 
council chambers and unanimously 
adopted the proposed amendment to 
the city charter relating to the trans­ 
fer of an amount equal to the inter­ 
est on the water and light bonds of 
the city into a special street Improve­ 
ment fund. 
President A. J. Halsted presided 
and Secretary Henry I. Cohen was 
present. 
The commissioners pres­ 
ent were A. J. Halsted, Erick ivion- 
berg, Henry I. Cohen, James M. -blu­ 
er, H. F. Michael, R. R. Wise, Dr. 
Werner Hemstead, Geo. D. La Bar, 
C. H. Paine and N. W. Betzold. 
The commissrioners absent were 
Carl Zapffe, James (hillen, Ricuard 
Use, Judd Wright and Edward F. A. 
Evenson. 
A special meeting of •—e 
city council has been called tonight 
and lf the council favors it, the 
amendment will be published Satur­ 
day afternoon, 
The* proposed amendment reads: 
That the Charter of the City of 
Brainerd be amended by the addi­ 
tion thereto of the following pro­ 
vision: 
That on the first day of May of 
each year, an amount equal to the in­ 
terest on the water and the light bonds 
of the City of Brainerd, and of any 
other public utility bonds of said city, 
now held by the State of Minnesota, 
or which may hereafter become the 
property of said state, shall be trans­ 
ferred by the city treasurer from the 
fund in the hands of the said1 city 
treasurer belonging to the water and 
light board, or the fund belonging to 
any public utility for 
which said 
bonds were issued, into a special 
street improvement fund, and shall 
be used solely for the purpose of 
defraying tne expense of paving, or 
otherwise improving, the crossings 
and intersection of the streets of the 
city, and such other portions of such 
streets as are in front of property ex­ 
empt from assessment and belong­ 
ing to the city; Provided, that when­

A. J. Lind asked that the water 
main on Northeast Second avenue be 
extended and the secretary was in­ 
structed to draw up a petition for Mr.

The monthly requistion for 
supplies was allowed aud ordered 
purchased in the usual way. 
The question of installing new 
boilers at the pumping station was 
referred to Commissioners Mahlum 
and Taylor.

PLANS POLE DASH IN ’PLANE. 


Captain Am undsen Will Try to Use 
Machine In Arctic. 
Captain Roald Amundsen made pub­ 
lic in Chicago recently bis first definite 
statement concerning his 
projected 
north pole trip 
He said: 
“From San Francisco the Pram will 
sail north, heading for Bering strait, 
and in the breakup of the ice beyond 
there next spring will push in as far to 
the drifting ice fields as possible. When 
we can get no farther we shall estab­ 
lish ourselves, protect the ship by build­ 
ing an ice wall high around it and set­ 
tle down for our five years of drifting. 
“We shall be equipped with a high 
power wireless plant, and with the pe­ 
culiar arctic adaptability to the etheric 
vibration wTe can doubtless raa'ntnin 
communications with the United States 
government stations in Alaska for 
some time, possibly two years. 
“Should the drift not carry us direct­ 
ly to the pole.” added the explorer, “it 
would be a great disappointment, but 
to guard against this I plan to take an 
aeroplane along if some aviator will 
volunteer to make the final dash to the 
north pole with me. 
I shall never be 
happy until the Norwegian flag has 
been placed at both poles. 
And I urn 
relying on an aeroplane to take it there, 
for the Frain has only one chance In a 
thousand to strike the exact spot.”

Certain rules are prescribed which 
all conductors and passengers must 
obey. 
The most important one is to 
the effect that no cash fares will be 
received on the trains. 
Every pas­ 
senger must supply himself with a 
ticket before he boards the train. 
If he has no ticket or mileage, the 
conductor pulls the air and depos­ 
its the passenger at the track witu.n 
a mile from the station. 
Occasionally a passenger breaks I 
the ticket rule and if he is a new 
fa n in the country he frets and I 
fumes and tnreatens to sue the com­ 
pany for not taking his money and 
for making him leave the caboose. 
One kicker like this often causes a 
lot of trouble, so much so that the 
travelingmen do all in their power 
to advise the people of the rules and 
to let them understand that this 
riding on a freignt is an accomoda­ 
tion on >,4*e part of the railway and 
not something that the road is for- 
( ed to provide.
